ence. 
In Texas fourteen oil re- 


fineries and affiliated 
industries 


were strikebound or in the process! 
of closing, leaving 22,100 wo^Kers 
Idle. 


Three refineries began 
closing 


yesterday as the Union pressed de- 
mands for 52 hours pay for a 40- 
hour work week, a union closed 
shop and other concessions. 
They 


were the ShelUoll refinery at Deer 
Park near Houston, which employs 
1,900 persons: Magnolia Petroleum 
Company refinery at 
Beaumont, 
Texas, with 2,500 employes; and 
the Pan American refinery at Tex- 
as city, 1,500 employes.

TWO NEW DISPUTES 
BOOSTS IDLE MEN TO 
MORE ill IN 323,000 


SOME 60,000 LUMBER 
AND SAWMILL WORKERS 
HAVE JOINED STRIKERS

Two new disputes entered the 
nation's labor picture today, boost- 
Ing the number of idle to more 
than 323,000 and re-emphasizing 
the wage Issue as the crux of most 
of the 
difficulties. 


After 10,000 New York painters 


returned to work, the total idle 
had stood at 240,000. Some 60.000 
members of the AFL Lumber and 
Sawmill Workers, however, later 
wore called off their jobs in '.he 
Pacific Northwest, while on the 
other side of the continent, New 
York City building service employes 
numbering 23,000 also were jlatnd 
to leave their jobs. 


Some 348 mills and logging camps 


were involved in the lumber dis- 
pute, which revolves about union 
demands for a minimum hourly 
wage of 1.10 as well as union de- 
termination to force industry-wide 
bargaining 
instead of individual 


company negotiations. 
Most disputes were unchanged, 


the only notable 
event 
coming 


when Chrysler Corp. announced a 
conference tomorrow with offici- 
als of the sprawling CIO United 
Automobile Workers Union on the 
latter's demand for a 30 per cent 
wago increase. 


Strike votes were in the picture 


at both Ford and General Motors, 
the otHer two members of the 
big three. More than 80,000 in the 
Detroit area are idle as a result 
of automotive difficulties.

EMPEROR HIROHITO 
RECEIVED MESSAGE 
FROM ROOSEVELT 


IGNORED PRESIDENTIAL 
PEACE EFFORT ON ADVICE 
OF MILITARISTS

The official, who is one of the 


emperor's closest advisers, said hv 
had "good evidence" to prove that 
the emperor was informed early 
in 1944 of foreign reports of Jap- 
anese atrlcities against allied prln 
oners. He said he had no specific 
cnowledge of the emperor's reac- 
ion,

DIRECTIVE MADE PUBLIC

It was made 
public by the White House today

paign" is being waged against Mac- I 
Arthur with tho aim of forcing his 
removal as allied commander.

MaeArthur's authority in his posi- 
tion ns head of the occupation for- 
ces in Japan and Korea. 


Made Threo Points. 


Prepared by the departments of 


state, war and navy, the message, 
which had President Truman's ap- 
proval, made three polnti: 


1. The authority of the emperor 


and the Japanese government Is 
subordinated to MacArthur ns su- 
preme commander for the allied 
powers—"Our relations with Japan 
do not rest on a contractural ba- 
sis, but on unconditional surren- 
der. 
Since your authority is su- 


preme you will not entertain any 
question on the part of the Jap- 
anese as to its scope." 


2. Control of Japan shall be ex- 


ercised through the Japanese gov- 
ernment as long as the arrange- 
ments produces satisfactory results 
without prejudice to MaeArthur's 
•ight to act directly and use force 
if necessary. 


Potsdam Declaration. 


3. The Potsdam declaration re- 


garding postwar treatment of Ja- 
pan shall be given effect, not he- 
cause of any contractural require- 
ment, but because the declaration 
"forms a part of our policy stated 
In good faith with relation to Ja- 
pan and with relation to peace and 
security In the Far East."

President Truman has decided to 
place the state department In con- 
trol of the gigantic problem of dis- 
posing of billions of dollars of war- 
time surpluses 
throughout 
the 
world. 


Senators learned this today from 


John W. Snyder, director of war 
mobilization and reconversion, as 
he outlined administration 
plans 


for the disposal. 


In Europe alone, Snyder told the 


tpecial senate 
war Investigating 


committee, there are some 6,000,- 
000 tons of surplus materials worth 
about $1,000 a ton. 


Snyder told senators the "Presi- 


dent has made a decision to unify 
oil these activities in the state 
department. 


"In practical terms," 
he said, 
"this involves transferring to the 
department the disposal functions 
of the army-navy liquidation com- 
mission, and the lend-loose func- 
tions of the foreign economic ad- 
ministration.
